An amendment 
to the constitution for State-wide 
prohibition is expected to carry also.

In* in sixty days what could not 
have been done well in a year - 
Cadis Record. 

Congressmen Hughes and Langley 
will appear before tthe Board of 
Engineers for Rivers and Harbors 
to urre reconsideration of the ad- 
verse report on Big Sandy river. 
These gentlemen have always been 
Active in behalf of the Improvement 
of this river and we hope they may 
again succeed as well as they have 
in the past. 

The Glenn fire insurance law has 
been signed by Governor McCreary 
and should give the public consid- 
erable relief. The insurance com- 
panies are very bitter In their de- 
nunciations of the law. naturally. 
They have heretofore controlled 
both ends of a great hold-up game. 
Could hardly expect them to sub- 
mit decently to regulation. 



The Legislature of 1912 very wise* 
1> provided for (he appointment of 
a commission to study the intricate 
subject of tax systems and report 
Us findings to the present Legis- 
lature in the form of a bill suita- 
ble for Kentucky's needs: This was 
done. The commission hired one 
of the most noted experts of the 
United 8tates on this subject and 
worked faithfully with him. What 
seemed to be an excellent bill was 
Introduced in the House early in 
' the session. Much time was con- 
sumed in discussion of its various 
features, and most of the members 
offered amendments and so mussed 
up the proposition that when it fl- 
_2*(l> .got through the House a few 
days ago it was all shot to pieces. 
Revision of the tax laws Is the 
most important subject before the 
Legislature, but there is hardly a 
Chance now to pass any law on 
the subject, The bill should have 
Jww * *.'Jcepted as presented by the 
commission. 

The State Aid road bill introduc- 
ed by Hon. John McDyer, and which 
passed the House early last week, 
provides a State tax of five cents 
on each one hundred dollars worth 
of property. A county may get 
one dollar from the Slate for each 

■ar It raises for road purposes. 
Applications lor State aid to be 
handled in Lite order In which they 
are filed. No county can get more 
than two pur ceut of the State's 
total fuud in any one year, but if 
a county puts up more tliun Is 
availably in one year the State will 
pay annually until the total amount 
Is oqualled. Also, the law will make 
U possible to participate in the Na- 
tional aid appropriation paused by 
Congress. 

There are eighty-nine pauper 
counties In Kentucky, and tue ma- 
jority of them are pauper because 
they have no roads. The quickest 
and cheapest way to make these 
counties self sustaining is to build 
good roads. State aid Is necessary 
to this end, and the richer counties 
will soon be relieved of the burden 
or helping support the poor ones If 
good roads are established .
